without number of superior cul- 
ture and experience who have 
never been teachers, That they 
are competent and would make 
elegant teachers is au inference 
immediately drawn from the gen-. 
eral manner with which they des- 
patch whatever comes beneath 
their observation. Our educa 
tional journals are edited by over- 
sons Who have never been teach 
ers. Indeed of the large numbe- 
of journals with which I have 
been conversant [ know of three 
only edited by former school 
teachers. . 
The fact is, and I take the liber- 
ty to restate it, that experience 
conveot moan continual piaubive iu 
the school room asa teacher, but 
it applies to the degree of infor— 
mation, discipline and ability to 
explain, attained by the student.
